NEW YORK, Oct. 27,—Brewers 
and cafe owners of New York were 
overjoyed tonight at the news of 
President Wilson's veto of the war- 
time prohibition enforcement act, 
and announced their intention to 
continue to do business ‘under strict 
observance of the law.” 

This was interpreted to mean that 
no whiskey will 
light wines and 2.75 beer wil remain. 

Should the vetoed bill become law 
over President Wileon’s veto, R. J. 
Schaefer, president of the New York 
State Brewers’ association, asserted 
that brewers would make a “Judicial 
test’ of the constitutionality of the 
act. 

The New York state brewers will 
probably continue to manufacture 
and supply 2.76 beer, Mr. Schaefer 
said, uniees the president's veto is 
over-ridden. 

If this happens, the brewers prob- 
ably will cease supplying beer and 
urge the trade to conform to the law 
until the judicial test is made,

ARCOLA, Sask., Oct. 27.—With 
eighty polls heard from out ‘of 109 
it is apparent that W. R. Motherwell 
has been defeated in the Assiniboia 
federal bye-election by O. R. Gould 
of Maner, who now has a lead of over 
4,000 with every prospect of emere- 
ing from the contest a winner by at 
least five thousand. ‘Motherwell so 
far as the returns show secured a 
mejority in eight polls and in the 
towns where he was expected to part- 
ly off-set the heavy rural vote given 
to Gould, in many cases he failed to 
get majorities,

Yudenitch’s Army Has Little 
Chance of Capturing Petro- 
grad Before Winter 


LETTISH POSITION 


Great Britain No Longer Supply- 
ing Funds or Material to 
Adm. Kolchak 


LONDON, Oct. 7.—The chances of 
General Yudenitch, commander of 
the Russian northwestern army, cap- 
turing Petrograd before winter puts 
an end to operations, seem again to 
be fading. The ° Bolshevik have 
brought strong reinforcements from 
other fronts and have started a suc- 
cessful counter-offensive, which has 
already resulted in the re-capture of 
Krasnoye Selo, and thrusting the 
Yudenitch line south of that place. 

Yudenitch still holds Gatchine 
firmly, according to the British war 
office review of the situation up to 
Sunday evening. The Bolshevik re- 
inforcements include ‘some of the 
best communist forces led by spe- 
cially selected commissaries from 
Moscow. ‘They have fdérced back 
Yudenitch’s fores at several points, 
and the latter were obliged to evac- 
uate Tzarskoye Selo and Pavlovsk 
Saturday. By another strong attack 
Sunday the Bolshevik re-captured 
Krasnoye Selo, the Yudenitch forces 
falling back to a general line two 
miles south of Ropcha, four miles 


east of Gatchina. ‘This line covering

Aécording™ to a government stat 
today, Great 
Britain is no longer supplying funds 
or supplies to Admiral Kolchak, and 
does not contemplate supplying Gen- 
eral Denikine indefinitely. 

Thies statement in view of the un- 
expectedly large deficit estimated for 
the present year, mainly dus to mili- 
tary expenditure, is regarded as fore- 
shadowing a further modification of 
the government's policy toward Rus- 
sla. 

Latest advices say that possession 
of Kiev is being stiffly disputed by 
the Bolshevik and Denikine’s forces, 
The Bolshevik held the’city for two 
days last week, bnt it was re-taken 
by Denikine, who, however, has been 
obliged to retire at some points south 
of the town. 

A Copenhagen dispatch gives the 
Lettish press bureau's review of the 
position, according to which, after a 
fortnight’s fighting against the Rus- 
so-German forces under Colonel Ber- 
mondt, the Letts’ positien was re- 
garded as secure. 

The Germans now have succeeded 
in crossing the Dvina, the right bank 
of which. is held firmly by the Lette, 
while on the left bank, in the vicinity 
of Riga, the Letts hold Ust Dvinsk 
(Dunamute) thereby threatening 
Bermondt’s left wing, which has been 
thrown forward to Thorscerg, Ha- 
gensberg, and the suburbs of Riga. 

The Letts have also repulsed all 
attempts to cross the river at Iried- 
erichstadt. Bermondt holds only two 
out of the ten districts in Courland— 
namely, Mitau and Bauske, and the 
Mitau-Memel railway.

| Council to Hold Special Meetin 


Thursday on Power House Affairs 


Council"is to hold a special meet- 
ing on Monday evening next, to con- 
eider tho affair of the power house. 

This situaticn arose from the fact 
that certain aldermen objected to 
clauses in a report submitted by the 
Utitlities committee attached to the 
report of the special committee se- 
cured to bring in a report on the state 
of the power house and machinery. 

The particular objection was against 
the wording of the report of 
utilities committee, inasmuch as it was 
urged by the aldermen, particularly 
Ald. Grant and H. Milton Martin, that 
if passed {t would give the City Com- 
missioners permission to take action 
at the power hcuse, #tich they, the 
aldermen might not subseqt+ntly ap- 
prove. From the discussion that en- 
sued it was evident that some of the 
aldermen considered that an attempt 
might be made to bring in a new 
superintendent who they might not 
wish to accept. 

The mayor urged the acceptance of 
the report, but Ald. Grant said that 
every report should be in the hands 
of tho Aldermen twenty four hours 
before tho council meeting. This re- 
Port had only just been received by 
them. Making this a point of order 


Ald. Grant contended that council | 


had no authority to deal with the 
report that night. 

' This had to be accepted and the 
mayor appointed the speciai meeting 
for Thursday afternoon. The clause 
in the report referred to by Ald. 
Grant was as follows: 

“Your committee is prepared to 
back up the commissioners in certain 
well defined radical changes and re- 
arrangement of our power and pump 
house management, the dt@ls of 
which might more properly come from 
the commissioners themselves. We 
fee] that certain conditions have been 
allowed to creep in the Ecmonton 
power and pump house situation 
which must be dealt with in a radical 
manner, and that there does not ap- 
pear to be the cohesion and con- 
centration of action which there 
should be in the operation o: the two 
plants which are so closely associated 
and of such vital importance to the 
welfare of the citizens of Edmonton.” 

Ald, Grant eald that he had ob- 
jection to this as he was not prepared 
to ratify the action of the city com- 
missioners before anything was done, 
and this report did specify scme rad- 
kcal changes. He could not back up 
a policy before he knew what it was. 

Ald Kenney, chairman of the 
utilities committee had previously 


moyed the adoption of the report and 
this was seconded by Ald McCoppen. 
Ald. Milton Martin said that what

Stock-Raising District Produces|City Comptroller Gives Report on|City Engineer Haddow Makes a 


Creditable Grain and Vege- 
table Crop 


This year’e grain output in the 
Campsie and Linfield districts is a 
record one and for a stock farming} 
country is very creditable. Exclusive, 
of greenfoed and tame hay, to which | 
a considerable acreage was devoted, 
the total output of grain threshed was 
4,925 eacks of oats, 220 sacks of bar- 
ley, and 200 sacks of wheat. The} 
acreage threshed was 280 and the| 
| number of individual farms is 19. 

As the nearest elevator is 40 miles; 
away, wheat is the only crop that can 
be hauled out with profit. In 1918 
there was a tendency to increase the 
acreage under wheat but the destruc- 
tive freak. frosts in July of that year 
scared many farmers from repeating} 
the experiment this year and caused! 
others to curtail their efforts in that 
direction. 

The crops in this district did not 
suffer from drought so much as in! 
some others; and only in the more| 
southerly parts did hail effect any ap- 
preciable damage. 

The August frosts also were lighter 
thah usual, being two degrees on 
September 6th, 3 degrees on 28rd, so 
that conditions appear favorable for a) 
good crop. 

As a hay season August last would | 
be hard to beat and those who took 
advantage of the fine weather to rustle 
the fodder into stacks are now glad 
they did so. 

Any previous deficiency in the mis- 
chief department of nature was made 
g00d'more or less by the phenomenal 
rains which fell from the 4th to the 
jth, and again on the 12th of Septem- 
ber. The former of these lasted three | 
and a half days with an average tem-| 
|} perature around 50 degrees and to-! 
talled 2.3 inches. Sprouting of grain 
; was inevitable and many otherwise 
| fine samples of grain were spoiled for 
|seed or show purposes. Where head 
sheaves were used and held their place | 
| some of the inside heads were effectu- 
fally protected from the weather. On 
phe whole, however, as shown by the 
threshed samples, the damage done in 
this way does not appear to be so serl- 
ous as might™*e expected. 
| Root crops made a good showing 
this year, and those who secured their 
| potatoes in good time will be in good 
shape for the winter. But here again 
nature intervened with the bitter pill. 
While the frosts of August and Sep- 
tember were unsuually light, those of 
the first half of October have been 
exceptionally severe, registering 17, 25 
and 30 degrees of frost, respectively, 
on the 9th, 10th and 11th. And when 
it is noted that on the 8th and Sth the 
frost persisted all day as well, it will 
be seen that any potatoes still in the 
ground today are only fit for imme- 
diate use. A similar statement applies 
|to sugar beets and perhaps also to 
| Swedes. 

The long immunity from frost made} 
this a fine season for garden truck. 
Peas were an excellent crop; so were 
| carrots, beets, cabbage and cauliflow- 
er, Those who grew tomatoes, squash, 
citron, cucumbers and the like, were

And in any case, the at- 
tention that ie being paid to football 
just now, in the city, requires that 
g€ood grounds and facilities for the

NEWTON'S THEORY. 
OF GRAVITATION 
5 QUESTIONED 


Italian Professor “Takes Issue | 
with Generally Accepted 


Scientific Theory 


Rome, Oct. 27.—Newton's theory of 
gravitation has been attacked by 
Professor Malorana, who, speaking 
before a gathering of prominent 
scientists here today, declared the re- 
sults of experiments he has performed 


| 


upset the hitherto accepted laws of 
Physics governing tne motions of 
celestial bodies. 

Newton's theory, while hitherto 
considered absolute, is only an ap- 
proximate hypothesis, according to 
Prof. Maiorana, who supports this} 
assertion by showing that a ball of} 
lead floating in mercury becomes 
slightly lighter. From this the pro- 


fessor deduces four things: First, that 
bodies have both a true and an ap- 
arent mass, the true mass of the sun 
Being double the apparent mass; sec- 
ond, that the stars attract other 
bodies with forces entirely different 
from those thus far admitted to exist; 
third, that the solar heat of stars is 
generated by the force of gravitation 
emanating from interior strata. from 
this he argues the solar system has 
had an immensely longer life than 
has been believed by scientists up till 
the present; fourth, that the evolu- 
tion of the world has been closely 
linked to the phenomenon which he 
has discovered. Prof. Maiorana ex- 
plains by this means the fact that all 
the stafs are more or less luminous, 
and claims that his theory will bring 
about a revolution in astro-physical 
science.

UNITED STATES 
A PLANG PURCHASE 
OF BIG AIRSHIP 


R-38, Largest in the World, Will 
Be Secured From Great 
Britain 


Washington, Oct. 27—An_ early 
| closing contract for the purchase by 
the navy. department of the British 
| Tigid airship R-38, the largest airship 

in the world, now under construction 
in Engiand, is expected, it was stated 
at the department today. 

Two and one-half million dollars 
Were appropriated by Congress for the 
purchase of (this airship. 

“The success,” said the statement, 
“of the British jn building and operat- 
ing rigid airshipp, is proved by the 
trip of the R-34 to the United States 
and its return to England. While the 
Germans had many years’ start of the 
British the latter have made wonder- 
ful progress in the last five years, 

“The R-38, to all outward appear- 
ances, wili look like the R-34, but her 
dimensions, horse-power, epeed and 
radius of action will be much greater. 
When full of gas she will have a 2- 
724,000 cubic foot capacity, which is 
15 times that of the C-5, the United 
States naval dirigible that blew to 
sea and ‘was lost last spring at New- 
foundland on the eve of the attempt 
te cross the Atlantic. The R-38 is 
694 feet in length, 86 feet in diameter, 
93 feet high and carries a useful load 
of 45 tons. She is expected to have a 
Maximum speed of 60 knots. 

The British air ministry has offered 
to train personel for the R-38, so that 
upon delivery the airship can be taken 
over immediately by United States 

] crew and flown to the United Stated.

Power Plant Machinery Is 


Now at Limit of Capacity 
Says Committee of Experts 


If Entire Equ 
Sufficient 


Council, 


The report from the committee ap 
ers and the utilities committee to inquire into the state of the machin- 
ery at the power house was received at the city hall on Monday morn- 
ing in order to go before council on Monday evening. 

The committee consisted of N. Edwards, G. H. Perkins, and J. 
Auld. The report was unanimous, in respect to the recommendatio 
made, but inasmuch as it occupied some thirteen pages, it is impossible 


to give more than a summary. 


The report is somewhat technical. It can be gathered that if.all the 
machinery now at the power house for the purpose of supplying elec- 
power can be utilized and kept in service, the 
load can be carried this year. If one machine, now out of commission 
cannot be made good, then the city cannot be supplied, 7 

The plant used for supplying the street railway is in good condi- 


tricity for light and 


tion. 


The coal-handling plant needs to be increased, and the ash-handl- 


ing system is too expensive. 


The firing is said to be out-of-date and mechanical stokers should 
be installed. Frm the report there seems to be a considerable amount 
of machinery at the power house not now being used. 

No estimates of cost are given, but these were not asked for. 


Part to Be Relied On 

In regard to the general recommen- 
dations, the report states that the 
capacity of the machines that are ¢o 
be relied upon for opefation are as 
follows: 

4,000 k.w. Willans set; 

2,000 k.w. Willans set; 

2,000 k.w. Westinghouse set; 

700 k.w. Gouldie-McCullough set. 

Total, 8,700 k.w, 

The 2,000 k.w. Willans set, says the 
report, cannot be relied won, al- 
though the changes and alterations 
which are now being made are im- 

roving it. If the machine should 
pen out to be reliable, after these 

Iterations, it would be much to the 
credit of the superintendent and staff 
generally. If the total meghinery is 
in running order the presumed peak 
load for the year gan be carried, but 
if the 2,000 Willans is out of opera- 
tion, it cannot be done. 

Another Pump Needed 

Commenting upon other polnts, 
|where alterations are needed, in re- 
|eard to boiler feed pumps, the report 
|says that another pump of the Weir 
type should be provided. 

The boiler capacity is sufficient for 
the full load this year, 

Coal handling plam ia up to its 
capacity, and something should be 
planned for next year’s load. 

The ash handling is done in a very 
crude manner, labor alone costing 
$14,400 per year. This expense should 
be cut down by a properly designed 
ash handling plant. ‘ 

Electrica] appartus.—No report was 
™made on this, but it appeared to be in 
good shape, with the exception of dust 
on or around the switcubos td. 

If repairs now pirceeding are to 
be rushed, more metnarics should be 
employed. 

“We are,” state the committee, “of 
opinion that the machines will run for 
some considerable time if proper at- 
tention is given, and if the machines 
are overhauled and looked after be- 
fore they get in bad running order.” 

“We would suggest that the opera- 
tion of the pump house and the power 
house be under one head, as they are 
so inter-connected. Jt would facilitate 
matters, such as the water eupply to 
the power house, and this party to be 
in the position to say whether steant 
or water should be used for the pump, 
especially for instance when you are 
approaching the peak load on the a.c, 
side. 

“There should be a master mechanic 
lin charge of the mechanical repairs. 

“The new unit can be placed where 
the Gouldie-McCullough unit is now. 
but attention should be given to the 
water connection to the condensor.” 

The report, when dealing with the 
machines separately, recommends that 


@ general overhauling as soon as pos- 
jsible. It is now running without 
seven rows of Dlades and should con- 
tinue to run until the new blades ar- 
rive, but is vibrating for want of the 
blades and {s not running as economi- 
cally as though they were ‘nstalled. 

The 2000 k-w. Willians was dismant- 
led when examined, and is receiving a 
general overhaul, If this machire ts 
foudd in good running condition, 
ppare blades should-be kept in stock 
but should not be ordered until it is 
seen that the machine is capable of 
giving eatisfaction. 

The 1000 hp. Bellis and Morcum 
trinle expansion engine connected to 
756 (k.w. direct current. fllemen's 
dynamo js carrying the main street 
railway load and {is in good condition.

The pe&fk load the 
treet railway this year has been 2250 
Something definite should be 
done regarding the installing of some 
machines to take care of the presumed 
increase of street railway load. 

A 1500 h.p. Goudie-McCullough con- 
nected to 2300 volt three phase aliter- 
nator. This machine was being over- 
hauled. 

It being stated that it used too much 
steam. This machine has only been 
in operations 18 hours and 41 minutes 
in the last three years. It can only be 
relied on for 700 k.w., and will cost 
more than it {s worth to put in oper- 
ating condition. 

The 2000 k.w. Westinghouse steam 
turbine connected to 2000 k.w. West- 
inghouse. The crank pin bearing is 
loose on the air pump, The automatic 
safety valve is held out of commission, 
but outside of these the machine is in 
good condition, 

Gas Producer Plant Not Used. 

The gas producer plant, says the re- 
port, has not been run since the Alli- 
ance company took over the power 
house, and owing to its small capacity 
and cost of operation and mainten- 
ance, should not be considered as a 
unit. Besides, there are parts missing 
and it would take quite a considerable 
while to get this in shape. 

The Westinghouse exciters are in 
good shape and runnine order. The 
120 h.p. Gouldie-McCullough engine, 
connected to 75 k.w. was not operat-’ 
ing, and geemed in good order, but 
the piston rods should be polished. 

The 150 h.p. Howden engine con- 
nected to 100 k.w. Electriu Construc- 
tion company dynamo, is in good 
shape and running order. These ex- 
citers, says the report, are ample ca- 
pacity for any two of them to carry 
the peak load this year. 

The 600 h.p. Robb-Armstrong com- 
pound engine—There isa place for an 
alternator on the crank shaft, but the 
alternator is not there. It, therefore, 
cannot be considered a power unit. 

Boiler plant—In the fan room, the 
report states that the machines are 
in good-running order. In the boiler 
room the committee say that they 
found 6 C.O, Kent recorders, and were 
informed that there were eight. They 
have not been used since the Alliance 
company took charge, 

Six of the 400 h.p, boilers are hand- 
fired, and the committee recommend 
that six mechanical stokers be bought. 

The machine shop is stated to be In 
good running order, but only fitted 
for minor repairs. 

Power Plant Building 

After dealing with the pump house, 
the report comments upon the state 
of the power house buildings. The 
walls, it says, are cracked in places 
and should be repaired. The floor is 
as clean as the repair work now going 
on will permit. If required to look 
better, it can be pdinted with one 
of the many cement paints. The walla 
should be whmitewashed. In the 
boiler room they are inherited condi. 
tions ag to the building, which can- 
mot be well lighted. The room where 
the men eat Is in bad shape, ,and 
should be looked after as early as 
Poasible, 


TWO ARRESTS 
MADE ON CHARGE

Two more cases of aileged abduc-
